This petition is in response to the Notice of Incomplete 
Nonprovisional Application mailed October 6, 2004, a copy of which is attached. 

It is Applicants' position that a complete specification, including 
claims, abstract and drawings, along with a signed declaration was submitted for 
filing to the USPTO on January 28, 2004. The postcard mailed with the 
application indicated the specification contained 1 3 pages, the claims contained 1 
page, the drawings contained 6 pages and the abstract contained 1 page. The 
postcard also indicates that an Assignment and a Declaration were filed along 
with the Japanese priority document. A copy of these documents are attached to 
this petition.
